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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 1) in claim 1, deletion of "printed in color" and adding "as high resolution data" raise problems of (a) and (c) 
above, 2) Objections to new claims 16-17 as shown in last office action of 5/31/05 have not been responded. 

3) As for the argument of claim 10 with respect to patentable weight given to "prepared on the basis of high-precision image data", 
applicant's responses are not persuasive for the following reasons (1 ) how "the images are prepared on the basis or is a non-functional 
language thus receiving no patentable weight. The images must be positively claimed or further limited by specifying special features 
such as 1) resolution, 2) clarity, or 3) other observable effects. The images are not positively limited by how they are made since they 
can have the same properties even if are made differently. 

4) As for the comment that "Ohtsuka" is not particularly concerned with the quality of any produced vouchers, this is merely applicant's 
opinion. 

5) As for the argument with respect to the rejections of claims 1-13 and 15 over Tamura, applicant's comment that it's impermissible for 
the examiner to combine features of different embodiments without a basis to so is not persuasive in view of the col. 20, lines 32-49 
which shows the motivation, as shown in the last office action, page 9, last paragraph. 

6) As for the same argument with respect to "high precision data" in Tamura, this is not persuasive for the same examiner's arguments 
as shown In par. (3) above. 

7) As for the comment's that the examiner mixing unrelated teachings from different disclosed embodiments (see page 9, 2nd 
paragraph), this has been addressed in the last office action of 5/31/05 on page 11. Applicant has not shown why "applying similar 
teaching of communication using e-mail to other similar communication step to achieve similar results" are not obvious and no evidence 
of unexpected results as required are shown. This issue is further addresed by the examiner on page 12, 1st full paragraph. 
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
